VENTILATION OF COAL MINES. 

Srr,—It is not a little amusing to see the efforts that are making to im- 
prove, or suggest something new upon this subject. Pipes! Pipes! have 
had a long reign, and the delusion at length took hold of Messrs. Lyell and 
Faraday, who examined the Haswell Colliery, after that fearful explosion on 
Sept. 24, 1844. ‘They studied the subject with philosophical industry, and 
suggested that the end of each pipe should project up into the dome of the 
goaf, and so convey the gas up the other end of the pipes into the os 
shaft. Now, it was thought remarkable that those gentlemen completely 
overlooked the fact that the natural course of the atmospheric air of the pit 
was to rush out through the pipes, to the exclusion of the gas, and having 
the effect that practical men are so anxious to avoid—the escape of the 
fresh air by means of imperfect stoppings or doors. I am old enough to 
remembers the first splitting of air that wa? introduced by Mr. Buddle, and 
also the time when the dangerous collieries on the Tyne were worked by 
means of steel mills, up to the time when they were superseded by the in- 
valuable invention of Sir H. Davy, in 1815, which lamp holds its ground 
up to the present time in its original simplicity. 

Akin to many other abortive schemes was the steam-jet, of Gurney no- 
toriety, upon which was founded many a romantic tale both in England 
and Scotland; and even the simplicity and effect of the very furnace is now 
sought to be overridden by some of the highly scientific of the Government 
Inspectors, fan-blasts and air-pumps being the order of the day; but more 
of this hereafter, as every day now seems big with colliery events, theoretic 
and practical, for by the Journal of Dec. 28 I see that Mr. M. Seymour (a 
native of Durham), the resident viewer at Mr. Barrow’s Staveley Collieries, 
near Chesterfield, has succeeded in raising 1147} tons of coal in 114 hours, 
the slack contained not exceeding 2 per cent. of the whole. Mr. Seymour’s 
prediction that he would be able to raise 1000 tons per day from the Sey- 
mour pit it seems hasthus been more than verified. The discipline of the col- 
liery too, it is understood, is excellent, and both James Young, the overman, 
and Richard Hepplethwaite, who has the care of the ventilation, are enti- 
tled to much credit for the exemplary manner in which they fulfil their 
duties. KEEKER, 





SAFETY-LAMPS. 
Sin,—During the last three years Mr. T. Y. Hall has been incessant on 
the perfection of his Nonpareil Safety-Lamp, during which he has super- 


seded all Sir Humphry Davy’s elementary experiments as to wires of dif- 
ferent gauzes—single gauzes and double gauzes, wicks of different forms, 
as well as oils and other apparatus for increasing the light. How far such 
variations are to be comprehended under a patent we would fain see, but 
Mr. Hall should apprise the public of the relative cost, weight, and price 
of his lamp, in competition with those already in use, ‘The suggested 
chimney, too, is anything but new, being applied both to the “ Mueseler ” 
and the “Clanny,” as also the glasseylinder. The air-feeding is alsoan- 
tigue—Stephenson’s first lamps were fed through perforations in the body 
of the lamp. In fine, the lamp may excite curiosity, but until its compli- 
city has passed a practical test, let no one feel too sanguine about it, as 
sane persons predict that it will share the fate of Mr. Hall’s very ingenious 
provision for penetrating through after-damp by means of the “ diving 
head-dress” and air-pipes adapted to his invention, but which scheme has 
never yet been ventured upon at any of the explosions. I see he has a 
notion of attaching the said apparatus occasionally. No doubt the lamp 
and its appendages will be fully reported on by the Northern Institute, now 
that it is fairly launched before the public, until which we shall wait with 
much anxiety.

THE PROPOSED RAILWAY FROM YORK TO THE TEES. 
Sir,—Your correspondent, “A Well-Wisher,” I think misses much in 
his letter that this project deserves. The grievance of the coal monopoly 


by the North-Eastern Railway has proved such an infliction upon the whole 
of the public of the north-eastern district that the mere mooting of this 
new line has caused great interest. ‘A Well-Wisher” mentions the 
price of coals at Stokesley, and I may add that there exists an extraor- 
dinary agreement between Mr. W. Pepper and the board, giving this 
mtleman a total monopoly of the coal trade on that branch. Mr. W. 
Wooler, a shareholder in the North-Eastern, drew out this fact from the 
Chairman, remembering the excessive cooking, the job of the North of 
England purchase, and the many troubles this line of railway has been the 
victim of ; the extraordinay, nay, unparalleled, liveliness of the country 
making the honest cost of a line very small indeed. The remarkable de- 
velopment of the district, and richness of the country, is so patent that 
there cannot be a doubt but that the new line would be a 10 per cent. one. 
The difficulty would be in obtaining an Act, but the very great unpopu- 
larity of the North-Eastern Railway, and the prejudice, as shown last ses- 
sion, Parliament entertains against the North-Eastern Company, would be 
most favourable to the new company.

THE GEOLOGICAL FORMATION OF THE EARTH—No. XIV. 


Srr,—My views on the earth’s laws in forming new stratifications and 
its mineral productions being brought to a close, I will now make a few 
observations on what I consider should be the duty of a nation the majo- 
rity of whose inhabitants are supported, either directly or indirectly, by the 
proceeds of the metallic miners. I say metallic miners, as without them 
all other mining operations would fall to the ground, therefore the earnest 
support of the nation,as a whole,should be extended to the mining community through- 
out every district of the kingdom. Government should advance this branch of industry 
by establishing schools in suitable situations, based on sound laws and unmistakeable 
principles, presided over by teachers whose appointment should depend altogether on 
the results of competitive examination, The pupils of the first or leading class should 
be required to work six hours daily in some mine, proof being adduced that they had 
laboured underground, and the description of work performed ; this class should first be 
taught the rudiments of underground work, and should be provided with suitable books 
on the subject, to be read at Jeisure. The pupils should be compelled to attend work 
and school daily, and, should any of them remove to another district, they should be 
provided with certificates, for introduction to their proper class in the school of that dis- 
trict. First prizes should be made to pupils of this class only, and the award accord- 
ing to merit; but, if the labour part has not been regularly performed, such pupil should 
be considered ineligible, and the prize conferred on the next in rank who had performed 
the labour part—it being an easential requisite to a good miner that he should be indus- 
trious and able to work, as well as being a scholar. A great evil with our national 
schools is that their pupils are more efficient in learning than work, and the nation can- 
not provide them all with situations. It must be remgmbered that a certain number 
are required to work, to keep up the prosperity of the country ;.a very small proportion 
only being required as foremen, overlookers, and clerks, who, generally speaking, are 
not much disposed to work ; therefore, we must not be provided too abundantly with a 
class which, I fear, our present system of teaching is showering upon us. The second 
class in mining schools should be ore dressers, carpenters, smiths, office and other 
clerks; third class, engineers, smelters, chemists, and surveyors or dialers. Those of 
the underground class, after obtaining one or two prizes, should be admitted to other 
classes as they prog l i logy should be taught the smelter, who, after obtain- 
ing a first or second prize in it, should be instructed in chemistry, to enable him to be- 
come either smelter or assayer. No man should be appointed agent of a mine who bad 
not the rudiments of underground work before he was 18 years of age, and who 
held the certificate of qualification from the school where he had passed. Certificates of 
qualification should be supplied to members of the other branches, showing their pro- 
ficiency, and as a stimulus to energy, as well as a guarantee to parties by whom they 
may be hereafter engaged. Sir C. Lemon made a noble effort to establish such a school ; 
but who were the puptis? It was clear from the'first that it would fall to the ground. 
More recently a school has been started in Cornwall, in which I am glad to see the pro- 
gress reported so soon after its inauguration; but I have not yet had an opportunity of 
analysing the pupiis, who, I hope, are of the right class. I have already intimated this 
to R. W. Fox, the gentleman who awarded the late prizes, and no doubt with a good in- 
tention ; but I fear a preference has been given to the school-taught over students of the 
book of nature, it being a query if half of those to whom prizes were awarded ever worked 
six months in a mine, and the remaining half, in all probability, had never been under- 
ground. Some old Practical will, at a future day, send me a list of the prize holders, 
showing how many are really working miners under 16 years of age. How many are 
captains’ sons, and how many are the sons of mine merchants? The latter classes, 
generally, are not inclined to work, but in @ year or two hence will be found filling 
situations, to the detriment of mining, and to the exclusion of those who are toiling 
hard for their bread, and who, if opportunity offered, would some day become bright or- 
naments of the mining community. It is time working miners should look about them, 
and see if all is going right, or they will find, when too late, no chance has been left 
their sons to become agents, be as active and intelligent as they may. 
have always found that men appointed to agencies who were never underground 
odin pretend to threefold the knowledge of myself. I may here hint that, as our mines 











are getting deep, adventurers will find, when too late, they have not got the right men 
in the right places. These appointments may be compared to the Government selection 
of teachers. How many of them were working men? Not half. Some of them, having 
been undergroand with myself, did not know the lode from the country; but they could 


espie a fiat bed of black shale, and ask if such would not ultimately become a bed of 
coal 


. I have frequentiy been obliged to give expression to my feelings, on observing 
these men turn to their maps to n what such layers were, and which of them it 
might be. They are not aware that metal-bearing layers are below the coal measures, 
they, generally, aware of what metal-bearing layers are composed, or even 
ide to them.

Sir,—And the navy, also, of Hiram that brought gold from Ophir 
brought in from Ophir great plenty ot almug trees and precious stones.

There 
came no such almug trees, nor were seen unto this day. Now, where 
did these almug trees grow, if they were not procured from Austral Asia 
during Hiram’s three years’ voyage? For is not the original word aL’wvo synonymous 
with its transposition, AL‘'avm? and is not the massive timber growing about the Car- 
pentarian Gulf nearly al’gum trees? It matters not whether called white, red, or blue 
gum, or by any hard Latin classification, is it not a fact that the colonial name gum 
tree is the same as what is sometimes styled Swan River mahogany? Then, doth not 
the letters gum’y and mug’y designate certain muci-lage exuding from ligneous pro- 
duce, and are not some uf those exudations very fragrant, as well as useful adjuncts in 
polishing? Besides, where could Solomon procure more suitable wood for those pillars 
and instruments the text describes than what to this day grows abundantly in New 
Holland? Is not its texture, colour, and density somewhat ’twixt African teak and 
Spanish mahogany, with grain so fine and hard as to enebie it to be carved and polished 
to the greatest degree of perfection and durability, not only fit to be applied to raised 
edifices, but for any other ornamental or useful purpose where stability is required, or 
where its natural colour is to be exposed for ages? Then, again, if any comprehend the 
Jachim and Boaz enow to enter the sanctum sanctorum of the Brahmins, they will find 
the two main porch columns of Solomon's temple were each made of brass, as many feet 
in height as there are weeks and its parts in a solar year, while their mean circum- 
ference coincided in cubits to the number of lunar months in a year, the internal 
hollow of each pillar being opened to expose a circuit in inches equal to the number of 
weeks in a year, to answer for archives to the sacred edifices, &c. In the Brahmin code 
of wisdom, it shows the right or east side pedestal was made to represent a couple of 
BOA constrictors, constricting themselves reverse ways round a piain tapered column; 
hence the English designation should not be Boaz, that being merely a scriptural name 
for a rich good-natured man; but it should have been written Boas, because it was the 
great Bo-a, or Pythinic sea-serpent, that gave rise to the famous Delphic oracles, whose 
responses the wisdom of man have never since equalled ; hence toa-serpents became the 
mystical emblems of wise-doom. By similar transmogrification of senses and tenses, 
the wands of Mercury, Moses, &c., were represented by a deuce of serpents intertwined, 
consequently, from ca’, meaning carcase, and deuce, two, the compound term ca’dence 
signified a brace of bodies embraced as emblematical of wisdom, and, from a serpent 
being alluded to as the first evil tempter, the word deuce and devil eventually got con- 
f led as one ing. The left or west pedestal of Solomon’s porch was first deno- 
minated 10N, to signify strength, since which the above three letters have given rise 
to such words as ION-IC, JoNIC, JOHN, JACK, JACH, Jacuim, &c. By the same rule, it 
shows the characters corresponding with the English letters vN-10N to absolutely ex- 
press one john, a-jack (pendant), Ajax (a powerful warrior), jack (fish), a lifting jack, 
and such terms as denote strength. In any original model of the said temple may be 
seen, on the plinth of the right or east pedestal, letters signifying Sol o MON, whose 
chapiter was graced by a large celestial sphere, duly graved and radiantly lighted, to 
represent the effulgent so, or suN of the most EYB Gop; the name sol o mon itself sig- 
nifies “a wise man of God.” ‘The west or left colamn displayed the letters mira, to 
denote a Hi(gh) ram or Ha(ge) ram, to imply strength, for which reason it was made to 
support a massive globe, delineating this planet’s seas, lands, &c., on which was traced 
the route the navy of Hiram or Huram sailed, showing not only the position of modern 
Australia, but where Solomon erected that very dedication he said should stand firm for 
ever; whereas, from Solomon himself in his old age abusing that divine wisdom his 
Creator blessed him with in his youth, not only the site where his temple was reared, 
but the whereabouts he abstracted so much gold from became unknown, until PROVIDE- 
HENCE deemed it meet such places should be again truly shown through those who 
know how to knock for the door of truth to be opened unto them. Through etymologists 
not perfectly comprehending the true nature of letters, they know not when they meet 
any primitive root ; take, for instance, the last sentence in Hi’Ram: it was originally 
the letters to signify strength, courage, power, or the like, whether produced by any 
butting ram, battering ram, hydraulic ram, or from such powerful beings as Aram, 
Abram, Ram-isis, Semi-Ramis, &c.

GOVERNMENT CREEPERS. 


S1r,—Wishing to observe what the British Government were doing in 
preparing for the Zrent insult, I put on my invisible cape, and shoes of 
swiftness, merely to visit the dockyards and gun factories of England, and 
am very sorry to say I seldom noticed so much useless labour and wasteful 
expenditure as was taking place in the Enfield Rifle Factory, by the em-

Butif it isthought there will be no 
clash of arms with North Americans, why attempt expediting the making of things of 
no earthly or ice/y use, as [ feel convinced the first day’s marching of any heavy-armed 
infantry, shod with the creepers in question, will cripple more men than any other enemy 
can do; for, instead of constructing them from light steel ribbon, about 2 in. wide, with 
three or four stout conical steel pegs, secured in the bottom in such a way as to enable 
frozen matter, when accumulated, to leave freely by any sudden jerk, or what not, the 
present absurd shapes are being merely cut out of soft sheet-irou, in such a way as to 
allow the four corners being turned downwards, to prevent the wearers from slipping ; 
and yet the first day’s attempt of heavy-accoutred men, over any hard ground, will not 
only force the projecting angles out of perpendicularity, but will cause any icy matter 
betwixt them to get wore firmly pressed, till the soles of the souls will be bodily lifted 
up on glassy stilts, past the art of walkers to quickly liberate, as the more the movers 
kick to do so, the more will the soft iron points bend or break, and when any corner gives 
way, so will the walker get crippled or thrown sideways, In short, the idea of invent- 
ing such hanical appli could only have been suggested by some keen Yankee, 
on purpose to create dismay,should they ever attempt to creep (for to walk on them long 
will be impossible) on any frozen region, like the hard icy lakesant earth in North Ame- 
rica. Surely before such extravagant items were ordered by thousands, a few might 
have been previously tried by a file of heavy-accoutred men, for a few hours, on some 
hard surface, so that their fitness might be seen, In fact, it ought to be done at once, 
before they are attempted to be shipped to places where proper ice-holders are likely to 
be required.— Maentwrog, Jan. 10. —_— G, F. Gosie.

Seymour now asks the shareholders to buy the sett, and give him 2000/. to open upa 
good and lasting mine. I, for one, should like to known how, and in what part of the 
mine, he proposes to lay this 2000/7. out, after which I shall be most happy to give my 
copartners my advice also through the columns of the Journal. Respecting Wheal 
Sicily and Wheat Jane, Capt. Seymour tells us he prognosticated—I ask him, what? I 
am aware he was the manager of the Jatter mine, and if he knew of a course of Jead being 
there, for the benefit of his employers he should have taken it away. I presume that 
the present company drove the adit but a short distance before cutting the lead. 
Does Capt. Seymour think that these two mines will turn out profitable for lead ore to 
any but the promoters? I have my doubts. Of the copper lodes I havea better opinion, 
and shall in due course, if required, have no objection to give my reasons both ways. 
I think any mining captain of experience who would advise Wheal Catherine to be put 
to work, unless there is another lode much better than the one last wrought on, must 
have some other motive besides bringing out a good mine; perhaps a large premium, as 
such seems now the order of the day. That lode, I fearlessly say, was neither regular 
or well defined, with no indication’of an improvement in depth. Capt. Seymour from 
here jumps, a distance of 36 miles, to Camborne, and, no doubt, some, if not ull, the mines 
he names are worth another trial; but I would strongly persuade all intending specula- 
tors to remember first Pelyn Wood, also to have the mine they intend to speculate in 
carefully inspected by a disinterested captain, and if found worthy of a trial so be it. 
Then allow the promoters fair expenses for time and labour: why should they pay be- 
yond? There are plenty of mining setts equal to these to be had in the way Iname. I

THE IRON MANUFACTURES OF SCOTLAND. 
BLACKBAND IRONSTONES OF EDINBURGH AND EAST LOTHIAN COAL FIELD, 


There are few more remarkable chapters in the history of the industrial 
progress of the nation than that furnished by the rise and development ot 
the iron manufactures in Scotland. About the middle of last century, 
when the suppression of the last Stuart Rebellion had brought some peace 
and order into that once lawless region, a company of English speculators 
turned their attention to the capabilities of the West Highlands for the 
production of iron. They were not, however, attracted by the metallic ores, but by the 
cheapness and the quality of the fuel which might be derived from the remnants of the 
old Caledonian forests, still flourishing in pristine luxurlance on the mountain shores of 
Loch Fyne, Loch Etive, and other arms of the Atlantic. Having purchased these, they 
erected furnaces near Inverary and Bunawe, but, overlooking all the mineral wealth of 
Highlands and Lowlands, they imported the metallic ore from the mines of Cumberland, 
It was some six or eight years later, or almost exactly a century ago (1760), that the 
first furnace for manufacturing iron from native ores with native coal was erected at 
Carron, on the banks of the Firth of Forth. For many years this continued the only 
source whence the wants of the people were supplied; so much so, indeed, that, in com- 
mon language, the name of the place became almost synonymous with the material pro- 
duced. The total produce was at first very small, or only some 1500 tons annually, till 
about 1788, when several additional works were established in Fife, Lanark, and Ayr 
shires, which raised the amount to about 20,000 tons perannum. Towards the close of 
the French war it rose to about 32,000 tons, as estimated in the General Report on Scotland, 
but appears afterwards to have declined to nearly the former amount, remaining almost 
stationary till 1829, when it had scarcely reached the estimate of a score of years before, 
About thut time an enormous change—we may almost call it a revolution—took place 
in the Scottish iron trade. The blackband ore now came into more general use, and was 
discovered in many parts of the coal fields where it was not previously known to occur. 
Above all, Mr, Nelson’s invention of the hot-blast gave such a stimulus to the trade that 
it grew with a magical rapidity scarcely equalled by the gold discoveries of Australia. 
In 1836 the production had more than doubled, or was 75,000 tons; in 1845, it again in- 
creased fully sixfold, or to 475,900 tons; and in 1855 to 825,000 tons, or eleven times its 
amount twenty years before; and this year (1861) is probably not less than 1,000,000 
tons, or 35 times its amount in 1829, when this wonderful progression began. Fifty 
years ago the raw iron produced in Scotland was estimated, at 7/. per ton, as worth 
230,000/. per annum; now, though the price, 50s per ton, has fallen almost to a third, 
its total value of two and a half millions has increased more than tenfold. There are 
few articles that illustrate more clearly than fron the influence which new discoveries 
and improved methods of manufacture have in lessening the cost, and, in consequence, 
increasing the demand for it, and the uses to which it is turned, At the former period 
Carron was turning out « few articles of common domestic use, and the carronades to 
which it gave their name; now, the uses of iron—from railways, bridges, ships, and 
houses, to watch-springs, needles, und ladies’ or are beyond tion. How 
much wealth it brings into the country, how many strong arms its employs, and hungry 
mouths it fills, we shall not attempt to estimate. In looking at all this industry, and 
the multitude of the people depending, as it were, for existence and daily bread on a 
single source, some interesting questions arise. One of the most important of these has re- 
ference to the supply of raw material, or probably amount of ironstone in the coal field, and 
the time when, with the present demand, it may be expected to be exhausted. Practi- 
cally, this question, and the similar one in reference to coal, is of little moment. Were 
all the ironstoneand coal in thecountry national property, it might be possible to limit the 
working of them, 80 as to provide for the wants of future ages. The expediency would, 
however, be an entirely different question; and divided as the property of these mine 
rals ie now, any limitation of working is altogether impossible. Whatever the results 
may be, we shall probably go on using coal and iron without restriction so long as they 
last. Still, it is interesting to know the extent of our national wealth,even though we 
may be cousuming it with spendthrift prodigality, leaving posterity to provide for its 
own wants. In thisrespect, the papers on the Blackband Lronstones in the Edinburgh 
and East Lothian Coal Field, by Mr. Moore, read before the Society of Arts, and lately 
published, are a valuable contribution toour knowledge. Besides the details in the text, 
he gives a coloured map, and comparative sections of the coal flelds between the Forth 
and Clyde, This map, in the western portion round Ayr, extends very considerably the 
range of the upper coals, which Sir R. Murchison’s recent map iimits to a small space 
round Old Camnock, and thus adds greatly to the available wealth of that district. We 
are, however, more concerned with the author’s views as to the probable extension of 
the rich seams of blackband now wrought near Airdrie into the Edinburgh coal field. 
If this opinion is correct, we may make up our minds to see this fair city environed 
by iron furnaces, vomiting forth huge torrents of dark smoke, and slowly building 
up tremendous mounds of slags and scoriw, where now there are only green fields, with 
hedgerows and ricks of corn. In a picturesque point of view, we must admit that the 
prospect is not an agreeable one; and though Mr. Moore has much to say on the em- 
ployment it would give, the wealth it would produce, the higher dividends to railways, 
and the benefit to the community at large, still our sympathies are rather with his op- 
ponents, who alleged, when his paper was read, that hitherto the search for these fron- 
stones has been without success; and that though the theory was correct, and the mine- 
rails might be found where he indicated, still, from deficiency in quantity or quality, 
from the overflowing abundance of water, or other causes, no attempt to establish iron- 
works in this neighbourhood was likely to succeed. Without entering at length into 
the question, we-are inclined to think that the latter views will prevail fora time at 
legat, and that there is no immediate prospect of seeing iron furnaces erected near this 
city. However, any day a fortunate discovery of a rich seam of ironstone might over- 
turn all such prophecy ; and there can be little doubt that before long the exhaustion of 
other fields, and the rise in the price of their produce, will lead speculation into this 
quarter, Should any persons be even now inclined to venture on this field, they will 
find in Mr. Moore’s papers much valuable information ; and should they succeed, we 
doubt not philanthropists will find a full compensation for the loss of picturesque beauty 
and rural retirement in the increase of employment, wealth, and happiness in the com- 
munity.—Scotsman.

The rev. gentleman referred to the reports of mining engineers, 
to show that the company had three miles of country abounding in sulphur, and he 
counselled them to energetic and proper measures to raise that article, as it would pay 
well, In reference to the alleged errors in the mining operations of the company, he was 
about to read from a private letter to himself, by a mining engineer, whose name he had 
not authority to disclose now. 

Mr. R. Devitt deprecated that course. It was not right toattack the mining manager 
of the company without the name of his assailant being given.—Mr. 8. Fox held the 
same view.—The Rev. Mr. Woops said he had not authority to give the name, and he, 
therefore, withdrew that part of hiscase, Hecounselled the directors toa change in their 
mode of mining, and to confine themselves to raising lead and sulphur, He wished to 
know why a former manager had been dispensed with, and whether the directors visited 
the mines ?—Mr. Devirr expressed his entire confidence in the directors and mining 
managers, who conducted the operations with the greatesteconomy. Thedirectors held 
nearly half the entire stock, and their interests were identical with those of the share- 
holders. Every effort was being made to make the speculation end fully. 

Mr. FAULKNER thought it well that the Rev. Mr. Woods should make his statement, 
although he was not, perhaps, an authority in mining matters. 

The CHarnmAN, in reply, did not find fault with the Rev. Mr. Woods for canvassing 
the operations of the company, but be assured him he was under a misconception as to 
many matters that he referred to.

The CHAIRMAN said that at the last meeting, which was held on July 31, the directors 
entered into a lengthened explanation of the whole of the circumstances in connection 
with the present position of the company, and upon the present occasion he had nothing 
to add beyond that contained in the report, a copy of which had been sent to each pro- 
prietor, It had doubtiess been observed that two of his colleagues had been kind enough 
to undertake a mission to Germany upon a very interesting matter, which had been fully 
alladed to in the report, but as Mr. Macdonnell would, he believed, more particularly 
refer to that subject, he (the Chairman) would merely move the adoption of the report 
and accounts. 

Mr. MACDONNELL said that at the Exhibition of 1851—now, indeed, invested with 
mourntul recollections—a Council Medal was awarded to Prof. Plattner, of Freiberg, in 
Saxony, for his discovery of a new process by which the gold contained in arsenicai py- 
rites was extracted by a simple and ingenious method, the process being brought into 
operation at Reichenstein, a town lying in a remote part of Prussian Silesia. In May 
Mr. Bland brought this Reichensteia process to their notice, his deputy, Mr. Thoinpson, at 
Clunes, stating that if it cogid be made applicable to their ores an augmentation of pro- 
duce would accrue at the present rate of working to the extent of above £20,000 annually. 
Attracted by such a statement, it was thougnt desirable that Reich in should be 
visited, and its process enquired into. So, in company with his old friend and worthy 
colleague Captain Vetch, of the Royal Engineers, he was deputed to make the journey. 
When they got to Freiberg they, unfortunately, found that Prof. Plattner had departed 
this life, but his successor led them to think that they should find the prozess at work 
at Reichenstein. Thither, therefore, they went, but were again disappointed, for they 
found the factory shut up, there being no longer a sufficient supply of pyrites to keep it 
profitably going. However, from the manager of the factory they got a full description 
of the Reichenstein process, and saw upon the spot, with the apparatus that had been 
in action a few months before, the manner in which the operation had been conducted, 
Upon their return to London they put all the information and specimens they had ob- 
tained into the hands of Dr. Percy, of Jermyn-street, with whom he was in constant 
communication; and they entertained the hope that by the next meeting of the company 
they would be able to announce that they had sent out to Australia the description of a 
rocess founded on principles analagous to Prof, Plattner's, but far more manageable, in- 
asmuch as reagents, they hoped, might be used in a liquid or solid form which should 
supersede the far more unmanageable and volatile gaseous reagents used at Reichen- 
stein. If they could not do what Mr. Bland’s deputy expected—to double their profits 
at once—they might see their way greatly to augment them. 

The CmarrMAN said that Dr. Percy had required, in addition to the information which 
had been placed in his hands, a portion of the“ tailings,” or refuse, remaining after 
the extraction of the gold. That had been sent for, and ag soon as received Dr. Percy, 
who had given a great deal of consideration to the matter, would complete his investi- 
gation, and make known the result. 

Mr. NAYLor enquired tf the board would allow any of the shareholders to havea portion 
of the “ tailings” for experimental purposes ? 

The CuatRMAN said the board would be glad for every gentleman to have a portion of 
those “ tailings,” and would, moreover, be glad to afford them any information upon the 
subject, for it was by making repeated assays that at last discoveries might be made 
which would prove very important to their interests, as weil as to those of the Clunes 
Company, in co-operation with which they worked. Their expenses had been going on 
diminishing for some time past, till he thought the minimum had been reached—the 
expenses of crushing were now only 10s. per ton, for which, before the company com- 
menced operations, the diggers paid 4. perton.

He was only expressing his opinion upon the accounts, 
and not in any way finding fault with the manner in which the company was ma- 
naged. During the half-year there bad been expended a sum of 7000/., which was 
as an extra outlay. Instead of that being treated as an ordirary charge, it was 
as a sort of capital charge, which would be reimbursed, and there was no doubt 
it was being reimbursed, as the works by that di were rendered more effective, 
and, therefore, capable of producing larger profits. Bat the money had been paid away, 
and ought to be placed against the profit and loss account. The actual total amount re- 
mitted to this country was 39,000/., the difference between 39,000/. and 66,0001. being 
accounted for by 60001. for salaries paid on the other side, 1700/. written off for renewals 
or depreciation of stock and machinery, 7000/. for the extra charge to which he had re- 
ferred, and 50001, for the repayment of the mortgage; therefore, in speaking of 66,000/., 
they had only to deal with something like 39,000/., which had been disposed of thus—there 
had been paid in dividends something like 19, 500. , about 1950/. had been invested, and 
there remained a balance of something like 12,000/. There had also been the directors’ sala- 
ries of 1700/., and auditors, 147/., from the beginning of thecomrany. He wished to make 
afew remarks with regard to the directors’ salaries. He found +... at 1700/.did not amount 
to 301. per director per annum. Thecompany was now in a prosperous condition, and he 
must confess that he was one of those who regarded low salaries as undesirable. Although 
upon some occasions he had differed with their respected Chairman, Mr. Powles, upon 
details of finance, they could not ignore the important fact that to Mr. Powles they were 
indebted mainly, if not entirely, for the existence of tne company at the present time. 
He thought they would all concur with him that, whatever complaints, imaginary or 
otherwise, they had made against the early management of the company, had it not 
been for the unyielding tenacity of Mr. Powles, who had fought against the predominant 
wish of the shareholders, as well as certain members of the board, the Port Phillip Gold 
Company would now be among the things of the past. Now, he would ask what had 
been the result of that almost stolid determination which their Chairman at times dis- 
played? It was true their capital was not actually intact, but measuring the present 
price of the shares in the market—which, by the way, he la te price 
—they had their capital in value, with the addition of a premium at the rate of 50 per 
cent. per annum. Under those circumstances, he (Mr. Herapath) contended that it 
would.be but a simple act of justice—of common feeling—to recognise in some way or 
other the services of him whose tenacity of purpose had, so to speak, perpetuated the 
company’s existence, having strongly opposed the expressed wishes of the shareholders 
that itshould be wound-up. He reminded proprietors that from 1852 to 1858, the direc- 
tors had declined to receive the remuneration to which they were entitled, although dur- 
ing that period they rendered services far more important than those rendered by any 
paid officer of the company. But he was not prepared tq submit a resolution upon the 
subject until he had heard the opinion of his co-proprietors. 

The CuatrMan said, with respect to the accounts, the oo were quite ready to 
present them in any form that might be more telligible Yo the proprie- 
tors; and the board would be glad to adopt any suggestion that Mr. Herapath, who had 
given so much attention to the subject, might make. It would be seen by the balance- 
sheet that the company’s capital amounted to 30,777/., and that the stock at Clunes 
amounted to 35,000/., the lands and buildings at Melbourne being valued at 5000/., so 
that they were employing 40,000/., and having a capital something less than 31,000/, 
When they sold the land and building at Melbourne it would be merely converting an 
inactive item into a living one, They had a balance to the credit of the profit and loss 
of 24,7801. The Clunes establishment stood at 4403/. more than the capital, the land In 
Melbourne stood at 5000/., the cash at Melbourne amounted to 3296/., the cash in Eng- 
land to 89501., and bills not due to 3500/., which left to the credit of the profit and loss 
account the sum of 24,7807. It might be a matter for consideration whether 4500/. should 
be taken from the profit and loss, and reduce the Clunes establishment from 35,0002. to 
30,000/., or whether it would be a better plan to place the 4500/. to the credit of capital. 
All he could say was that Mr. Bland felt convinced the establishment at Clunes was fully 
worth 35,0007 

Mr. Spencer Heraratu said he recommended that 7000/7. should be taken from the 
‘profit and loss and added to capital. 

The CuarrMan thought the better plan would be to make the capital agree with the 
cost and debit of the Clanes establishment. 

Mr. A. B, TreTKeENs, one of the auditors, remarked that the treatment alluded to of 
the sums in question, although technically informal, involved no substantial error, in- 
asmuch as other sums of large amount had been paid out of the cash realised as profit, 
instead of paying them out of the proceeds of any of the other assets of the company— 
thus the 5000/., bearing 10 per cent. interest, borrowed of the Sydney Trust Company, 
upon the security of the land and buildings at Melbourne, had been paid off out of rea- 
Msed profits, while the land and bulidings remained for future realisation. If the entire 
subscribed capital of the company were represented in the balance-sheet—which, how- 
ever, it was not-—then it would have been proper to have charged depreciation against 
profit ; but as their capital account had already been diminished by depreciation pre- 
viously written off, and as the items in question were not, in point of fact, actual loss 
of realised profits, but only a portion of the loss by depreciation of the capital originally 
subscribed, and as the capital account, as it now stood on the balance-sheet, represented 
only what remained of the originally subscribed capital, after charging it with the losses 
sustained in the first years of the company’s existence, the items in question should un- 
doubtedly, to be consistent, likewise have been charged to capital account, and not to 
the profit and loss account. 

The resolution adopting and receiving the report and ts was i ly adop 

The CHAIRMAN said that the next question was that of dividend, The directors had 
anxiously considered that matter, and not forgetting that in theirs, as in all commercial 
companies, it was prudent to keep a good sum in han, to guard against any possible con- 
tingency, and at the same time laying a foundation for the next dividend, were unani- 
mous in ling the dectaration of a dividend of 1s. 6d. per share should be made, 
which would form, with the distribution of 1s. per share declared in July, the fourth 
dividend, and being at the rate of 124% per cent. perannum. After paying that dividend, 
and providing for the addition to be made to the reserve fund, there would bean amount 
—including the bills not yet due—of about 4060/7. towards the distribution in July. 
They would, therefore, have the satisfaction of believing that they would not, at any 
rate, retrograde, It was to the interest of shareholders that the dividends should fluc- 
tuate as little as possible, or at least that they should not decrease. He thought he 
could safely promise as good a dividend in July. 

The declaration of the dividend was then formally made, payable on the 15th inst. 

The CHAIRMAN said the directors who went out of office upon the present occasio nwere 
Capt. Vetch and himself, and being eligible for re-election offered themselves accordingly, 
and for which a ballot would be taken immediately after the meeting. The proprietors 
had also to elect their auditor; and with regard to the election of a second auditor, the 
deed required that he should be elected by the directors at their first meeting after the 
general meeting, The board were anxious to get rid of that election, upon the ground 
that it was a matter that should be placed solely in the hands of shareholders. The di- 
rectors had consulted the solicitor upon the subject, who was of opinion that without a 
supplemental deed it could not be done. 

Mr, 8. Herapatn had much pleasure in proposing the re-election of Mr. W. 8. Sutton, 
as the shareholders’ auditor, In the remarks he (Mr. Herapath) made upon a previous 
occasion he begged to say that he had not intended to make the slightest reflection upon 
the directors’ auditor. His remarks were made generally--that auditors should be ap- 
pointed exclusively by the shareholders,—Mr. Brickwe. seconded the proposition for 
the re-election of Mr. Sutton as auditor, which was put and carried unanimously. 

The CuatrMan informed the meeting that the directors would re-elect Mr. Tietkens as 
the second auditor. 

A resolution was then passed, appointing Mr. Macdonnel!, Sir C. H. J. Rich, and Mr. 
West by the company’s trustees, and the sum of 600/, was voted as remuneration the 
directors for their services during the past year. 

The Rev. Mr, Rosinson proposed, and Mr, Heraratu ded, a p ition, which 
was put and carried unanimously, voting to the original directors, of which there are 
three—the Chairman (Mr. J. D. Powles), Sir C. H, J. Rich, Bart., and Capt. J. Vetch, 
the sum of 500/,., in consideration of the services rendered from’ 1852 to 1858, during 
which period they had relinquished the remuneration to which they were entitled. 

‘The CHAIRMAN acknowledged the vote in appropriate terms. 

Mr. Heraratu, in answer to a question with regard to limited liability, stated that 
the subject was at present in abeyance, but he did not see how it could easily be carried 
out in the face of the present premium upon the shares. 

The Cr+ Man said their board would be ready at any time to entertain any plan that 
shareholders might suggest, but he reminded them that in case of any unforeseen even- 
tuality they had a resource in the reserve fund, which was continually being augmented. 
He might mention that the law in Melbourne now — ofa company like this being 
placed under limited liability, and, as the pany did t any liability in Eng- 
land, if they determined upon taking the benefit of ‘he pone law, the desired end 
would be accomplished. 

A unanimous vote of thanks to the Chairman, directors, and the resident director in 
Melbourne was then passed, when the ballotting was proceeded with, which resulted in 
the unanimous re-election of the retiring directors. —The proceedings then terminated.

" MINERAL WEALTH OF CALIFORNIA. 


Tur Russ Mrune District.—This rich region of silver takes its name 
om the superintendent of an exploring party or expedition, which set forth 
a voyage of discovery from San Francisco, California, March 4, 1861. 
he inception of this exploring party was induced from the belief that the 
mstock silver lode of Washoe, Nevada territory, was but the weak part 
‘a strong belt of mineral further south; and the result of the explorations 
proven such to be the case. The success which rapidly followed the discovery and 
rtial devel tof the C tock lode created many “ prospecting parties,” whose 
id of operations were from Washoe through the mountains south of that place, and by 
me of these parties another part of the mineral belt was discovered, about 120 miles 
uth from Washoe, and named as the “ Esmeralda district ;” the ores of this district 
ere found to be of great vaiue, but the lodes generally are not very thick, which creates 
belief in the minds of practical men that the voleanic action at this particular point 
been of less force than in the Washoe or Russ districts; be that as it may, another 
tension of mineral having been found in direct line with that of Washoe, and at a great 
stance therefrom, established the belief that at some point, even further south, other 
rks of the great chain might be discovered of greater extent, if not of richness, than 
ose comprising the Washoe and Esmeralda districts. Accordingly, Mr. Horace P. Russ, 
ho has been identified with the mineral interests of California for many years, formed 
e “ New World Exploring and Mining Expedition,” and was elected by its members 
the superintendent of the same. After travelling from San Francisco about 500 miles 
uth-esst, a detachment of the company ascended the Sierra Nevada Mountains to their 
mmit on the western slope, and prospected the same for a distance of about 40 miles, 
t no mineral of any kind could be found; the entire formation of the mountains being 
eiss and felspar, the latter in great excess.

We 
have about 12 tons of lead ore ready for market on the mine, which can be sold at any 
time you may think proper. You are aware we have not been dressing for some time.

Liverroor, Jan 8.—The Iron Trade, in 1861, probably suffered more 
from political events in America than any other branch of industry. The 
breaking out of the civil war, and the imposition of protective duties under 
the Morrill Tariff, have interfered very seriously with the usual demand 
from that market. More recently, also, the fear of hostilities between Great 
Britain and the Federal States, arising out of the unlawful seizure of the 
Southern Commissioners on board the British mail-steamer 7rent, aggravated the ex- 
isting depression, and caused the American houses to abstain almost entirely from ope- 
rations. The exports show 93,000 tons less than in 1860; but as the falling off to the 
United States is 98,000 tons, it results that increased shipments have been made to other 
markets to the extent of 5000 tons. Notwithstanding the diminution in the demand for 
manufactured iron, it is gratifying to observe that prices have maintained a remarkably 
steady position, and exhibit a decline of from 10s, to 12s. 6d. per ton only upon the rates 
current at thecommencement of the year. Scotch Pig-iron has been very free from fluc- 
tuations, and closed about 5s. per ton less than the price ruling a year ago. The ship- 
ments have been heavier than in any year since 1653, but owing to the reduced ship- 
ments to America, the stock in Scotland has increased by 75,000 tons. This fact, how- 
ever, has not had any great effect on the market, and it is pretty certain that with any 
material improvement in the demand, an advance on the present moderate price will 
speedily take place. Copper did not vary much during the past year; the price has 
ranged from 12d, to 10444. per 1b. for manufactured, and the demand has been of a re- 
stricted character: considerable underselling existed. The market at present is weak at 
quotations. Block tin fluctuated between 136/. per ton, the price on Jan. 1, 1861, and 
1171. per ton, the price on July 9, last; since then a recovery was effected to 1201., 
which is the present price, with not much doing. Tin-plates were in limited demand, 
and exports fell of 270,000 boxes, as compared with 1860. The shipments to the United 
States, however, fell off 309,000 boxes, so that to other markets there has been an in- 
crease in the exports of 39,000 boxes. The price of cokes has been reduced 2s. to 2s. 6d. 
per box on the year. The market at present is steady at quotations. Lead has fallen 
about 20s. per ton for the year; the highest price for pig having been 21/7. per ton, and 
the lowest 18/7. 15s., which latter was touched in July ; sinee then the market has rallied, 
and at present is tolerably firm. It will be evident that the variations in the prices of 
metals cannot be considered large, nor, indeed, so great as might have been expected, 
considering the immense curtailment that has taken place in the demand from the United 
States of America, on which this market so much depended. An i d business has 
been done with European and Eastern markets, which is likely to continue. The fron

ARTIFICIAL PLUMBAGO. 
For some time past Dr. Crace-Calvert, F.R.S., has been engaged in ex- 
perimenting upon the composition of a carboniferous substance existing in 
grey cast-iron, or, to use a more popular definition, in producing plumbago 
from cast-iron. The effect of his experiments has been to arrive at results 
which throw much light upon the chemical composition of the substance, 


proving it to be composed of iron, carbon, nitrogen, and silicium. The 
substance occupies exactly the same volume as the cast-iron from which it 
is obtained, and is sufficiently soft to be easily penetrated bya blade. ‘The 
mode of experimenting pursued by Dr. Calvert consisted in placing cubes, 
one centimetre in dimension, of Staffordshire cold-blast cast-iron in corked 
bottles, with 80 times their volume of weak solutions (each 1 alkalimeter), 
of the following acids:—Sulphuric, nitric, hydrochloric, acetic, oxalic, tar- 
taric, and gallic. Besides these, phosphoric, carbonic, oleic acids, tannin, 
and acid peat water were alsoused. After three months of contact he found 
that although the external appearance of the cubes was not changed in any 
of the vessels, still those in contact with the weak sulphuric, hydrochloric, 
and acetic acid solutions, especially the latter, had become so soft exter- 
nally thnt the blade could penetrate three or four millimetres into the 
cubes. He, therefore, removed the solutions from the vessels, and replaced 
them by an equal bulk of each weak acid solution, and continued to do so 
every month for two years, at the end of which time the cubes in contact 
with the acetic acid ceased to yield iron to the acid, although they were 
still of the original size; they had, therefore, become transformed into the 
carbonaceous substance, or artificial plumbago. The action of the weak 
acetic acid solution Dr. Calvert found to be complete, that of the hydro- 
chloric and sulphuric solutions nearly so, and that of the nitric mach less 
complete, whilst the other solutions either showed no similar action, or a 
very slight one. 

The action of acetic acid on grey cast-iron is most interesting ; for in- 
stead of ceasing when saturated with oxide of iron, as is the case with other 
acids, its action is continuous, if the precaution be taken to close the mouth 
ofthe vessel with an ordinary cork. ‘Thus he has had cubes of cast-iron in 
contact with the same quantity of acetic acid for two years, and the che- 
mical action still existed when the bottles wereexamined. This action of 
acetic acid appears, therefore, to be analogous to that which it has on lead. 
To examine the chemical composition of the cubes transformed by the ac- 
tion of acetic acid, they were reduced to a fine powder in an agate mortar, 
and well washed with boiled water slightly acidulated with acetic acid. The 
powder was then dried at 115° Cent. in a dry atmosphere of carbonic acid 
or hydrogen, according to the nature of the body to be determined in the 
mass. The cubes of grey cast-iron, which originally weighed 15°324 grams., 
weighed after the two years’ treatment only 3-489 grammes, and their 
specific gravity was reduced from 7°858 to 2°751. From the figures, ob- 
tained upon careful analysis, it appears that the largest part of the nitrogen 
originally existing in the cast-iron remains in the graphitoid substance, 
and only a smali portion is transformed into ammonia. He has ascer- 
tained by direct experiments that it is siliciam and not silica that enters 
into the composition of the carbonaceous mass. Like silicium, the quan- 
tity of carbon found in the carbonaceous compound does not represent the 
whole of the carbon pre-existing in the cast-iron, as carburetted hydrogens 
are given off during the slow action of the acetic acil in the iron. Dr. Cal- 
vert has found the carbonaceous compound (even after the acetic acid has 
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m: 
iron. Though in the present state of his researches Dr. Calvert considers 
it would be premature to attempt to assign any definite composition to this 
substance, we may state that our inference is that it is a compound of ses- 
uiferride of carbon with a nitride of silicium, and the following table given 
by him substantiates this view:—

nution in bulk of the fuel required. Any invention which will substitute 
& more portable matter for coal, or which will obtain a greater power out of 
the same bulk of coal, will be the beginning of a new period in the world’s 
sommerce.” This important desideratum claims to have been obtained by 
4 patent, the exclusive right of which has been purchased by several gen- 
tlemen, who propose forming a company for the purpose of manufacturing 
this fuel, which is said to be specially applicable for employment in the fur- 
naces of marine and other steam-engines. As 1 ton of this prepared fuel 
occupies a space of only 27 ft. against 45 cubic fect of 1 tou of ordinary coal, 
a saving of 40 per cent. in stowage alone is effected; 1 1b. weight will evapo- 
rate 10°70 lbs. weight of water, whereas the average evaporation of twelve 
samples of the best steam coal by the Government test is only {9°35 Ibs. 
Another important consideration is that it is entirely free from all danger 
of spontaneous combustion, and is not liable to soften or cake when ex-

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posed to the high temperature of tropical climates. It emits less smoke, 
and produces a greater heat than ordinary steam coal. As a guarantee of 
the value of the patent the promoters, as also the patentee, have agreed to 
accept paid-up shares for the transfer of the patent and the lease of the pre- 
mises, which latter are situated on an eligible site on the banks of the 
Thames. By this arrangement all the cash capital obtained from the public 
will be employed for the development of the undertaking.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM, 


Jan. 8.—The Iron and Coal Trades have not as yet undergone any 
particular change; but as the spring advances, however, they are both fully 
expected to improve. 

The safety-lamp invented by Mr. T. Y. Hall, described in the Mining 
Journal of Dec. 28, is certainly a most ingenious invention, First, it is 
calculated to burn paraffine and other oils, and to give a much greater 
light than other lamps, thus enabling a much finer gauze, or, if necessary, 
several gauzes to be used, one within the other. This is a most important 
consideration, the present obscured light tempting the coal hewer to sus- 
pend his lamp within dangerous limits to the swing of his pick. Again, 
it is so adapted as to be capable of consuming gas instead of oil, the gas 
being supplied by receivers, or otherwise. It is also capable of being 
adapted for the penetration of dangerous gases where there is little or no 
air, the lamp being enclosed in a case partly of glass to admit light, the whole 
lamp, or only the glass portion, surrounded if necessary with gauze, the 
fresh air being admitted by suitable pipes connected with a receiver circu- 
lating freely in and out of the lamp, and into the air-tight casing surround- 
ing the miner, enabling him to penetrate dangerous gases for short or long 
distances, when such is needed in dangerous mines, ‘This might in some 
cases be of the utmost importance, as it might be the means of saving many 
lives. The lamp, indeed, has so many contrivances and adaptations as to 
make it difficult to say which is the most ingenious. But the fact of its 
giving a greater amount of light is, perhaps, the most important. But the 
merits of it will be best shown and appreciated by actual experience, and 
we have not had an opportunity as yet of observing it inthis way. At the 
same time it must be admitted that most practical men prefer a lamp of 
simple construction, and some objections may be taken to it on this score. 

The execution of the memorial to George Stephenson, to be erected in 
Newcastle-upon-T'yne, was about six months ago entrusted to Mr. Lough, 
the sculptor, and will be in the very highest style of art, worthy of the 
artist’s fame, the eminent man whom it is designed to honour, and of the 
town which boasts so many specimens of George Stephenson’s achieve- 
ments. Four of the statues are now cast in bronze, and in the hands of 
the chaser, the fifth is nearly ready to leave the mould, and has, perhaps, 
already done so. Arrangements have been completed for the erection of 
the pedestal on which the five colossal bronze statues are to be placed, and 
the stones for that purpose have been for some time in course of gradual 
selection from the quarry chosen by the local committee. The monument 
is to be placed on a triangular piece of ground near the north-east angle of 
the Central Railway Station, and facing St. John’s Churchyard. 

There was a fatal boiler explosion at the Byers’ Moor Colliery, Crook- 
gate, on Tuesday. ‘The colliery is the property of Messrs. Bowes, and has 
only been working a few months. The boiler was one of two that were 
erected on a bed of stone and brick, to the north of the engine-house and 
pit. The second boiler was undergoing repair, and the boiler-smiths were 
at work upon it when the other exploded, and was shattered into four 
pieces, the sides being flattened with the foree of the concussion, three of 
which were propelled to distances varying from 60 to 100 yards from their 
original position; and the fourth piece, the “ egg-end,” was carried in an 
opposite direction, alighting in a ploughed field. A huge solid iron ball, 
called a “damper,” was thrown into the air, and in its fall embedded itself 
in the ground. The boilers were 46 ft. long by 5 ft. 3in. diameter, were 
built by the well-known firm, Messrs. Palmer, of Jarrow, and were of the 
ordinary thickness, } inch, ‘They were only brought into use on Oct. 17. 
‘The cause of the accident is quite a mystery at present. The boiler was 
all right to appearance only a few minutes before the explosion, and for 
that reason the officials are unable to assign any Cause for the occurrence. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
Jan. 9.—The quarterly meetings of the Iron Trade have been held— 


yesterday at Wolverhampton, and to-day at Birmingham. The former 
meeting was as flat as can well beconceived. ‘The attendance was small, 
and it was divided into several detachments. A portion were in a dining 
room at the Swan Hotel, to which access is gained by an awkward stair- 
case. Others were in different rooms of the hotel, but the greater part oc- 
cupied a long narrow gateway which leads to the stable-yard; and from 
time to time, as vehicles passed through the space, gentlemen present ma- 
naged to squeeze themselves against the wall, and just save their toes from 
being crushed by the passing wheels; but those of stouter build had to 
bolt out into the street. It was a raw, gusty day, admirably adapted for 
the promotion of influenza, toothache, or rheumatism, and no few cases of 
illness have their source in these meetings which are held as described. 
Threats have been used of prosecutions for obstructing the street, and itis 
now really time that the sanitary inspector should interfere, and prevent the 
ironmasters from risking their health by such exposure, even as people are 
forcibly moved from a house dangerous to health, Very little, if any, busi- 
ness was done at the Wednesday’s meeting. The uncertainty as to the 
issue of the Zrent affair, and the expectation that a few hours might bring 
definite information, indisposed everyone to operate. ‘The makers of he- 
matite pigs have been asking an advance of 2s. 6d. per ton on last quar- 
ter’s prices, but there was not the slightest disposition to accede to it on 
Wednesday, and had any sales been pressed they must have been at rates 
fully as low as were given three months since. After the meeting had dis- 
persed the news came that Messrs. Slidell and Mason were on their way 
to this country, but too late to affect the market. The meeting at Bir- 
mingham, to-day, has been much more spirited. It was not a busy 
quarter-day, but there was a decided improvement in the tone of both 
buyers and sellers. The orders given out for Finished Iron were not large, 
but there was a general conviction that the suspense which has been dis- 
sipated by peaceful news has kept orders back, which must now he given 
out. There are more American orders, the execution of which was de- 
pendent on whether peace or war would be the result of the dem ind pre- 
sented by Lord Lyons. If the houses here were disposed to give she usual 
terms of credit a considerable trade could at once be done with the Federal 
States; but there is little disposition to give credit under the circumstances, 
which make it from week to week uncertain whether a suspension of specie 
payments may not be resorted to. 

Pig Iron was in decidedly better demand. Best qualities of hematite 
pigs were sold at 3/. 5s., an advance of 2s. 6d. per ton on the prices of last 
quarter-day, ard in all cases these pigs fetched more money. The attempt 
to send up North Staffordshire pigs 2s. 6d. per ton has failed, and 2/7. 15s. 
must be quoted as the selling price. Other sorts sold generally at last 
quarter’s prices, but the market was certainly firmer. ‘Tin-Plates were 
ls. per box more, but buyers did not appear disposed to operate as yet. 
The telegram announcing a reduction of } per cent. in the rate of discount 
at the Bank of England helped to give confidence. On the whole, this 
quarter begins more hopefully. More American orders, both for iron and 
hardware, have been given out during the last week for that market than 
for some time; and it seems probable that prices are rising to such a point 
there that English goods may pay the Morrill Tariff rates. There is good 
ground for anticipating that the war will not last very long, as the re- 
sources of the Federal money market appear to be drying up rapidly, 
and borrowing in Europe is out of the question. When the burden of 
taxation, increased by high prices and depressed trade, begins to be felt, it 
is by no means improbable that popular feeling may take a new direction; 
nay, that the army on the Potomac may be needed to defend the Govern- 
ment from its own subjects. The war threatens to become so increasingly 
vindictive that the European Powers will at length, probably, unite to ter- 
minate a contest which shows no sign of producing any tangible result, 
which is inflicting great evil on the world in general, and which, as in the 
case of permanently stopping the Southern harbours, is being carried on 
in a manner which calls for the protests of every civilised people. 

The East Indian trade is likely to be large this year, whilst the deve- 
lopment of the French Treaty promises to be no unimportant assistance in 
the restoration of the iron and hardware trades to activity. 

At the North Staffordshire Coal and Ironmasters’ Association quarterly 
meeting, held at Stoke-on-Trent, Mr. W was appointed Chairman 
for the ensuing year. Mr. Heathcote (of Apedale) and Mr. Wragge were 
appointed to represent the association at the Mining Association of Great 


Britain. Several firms in the district were admitted members of the as- 
sociation. ‘The state of the iron trade was reported to be in much the same 
condition as for some months past. It was stated that several rather con- 
siderable orders for finished iron had come into the district lately. Pigs 
maintain recent prices, sellers asking an advance of 2s. 6d. per ton; but 
buyers holding off engagements of any magnitude at present, except at 
former prices. ‘The coal trade is in a moderately good condition. 








REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, ayp LANCASHIRE. 


Jan. 9.—The intelligence of the pacific settlement of the Zrent outrage 
has been received with satisfaction, and in commercial circles a general 
belief is expressed that the trade of the country will improve now that the 
doubt and uncertainty which existed as to a rupture with America is re- 
moved. The demand for plates for shipbuilding is improving, and there 
is an additional enquiry for railway iron work. We regret that a dispute has arisen 
amongst the railway spring makers employed by Messrs. T. Turton and Sons, Sheaf 
Works, Sheffield, and Messrs. Canimell and Co., of the Cyclops Works, in the same 
town, on account of wages. The men require an advance of 6d. per cwt., which the 
above firms consider they are not justified in doing. The continental trade is improving, 
and orders from Germany and Canada are on thei Ss d is for iron have 
been received from America, but manufacturers refase to execute them unless they are 
accompanied with cash. The Sheffield Steel and Catlery Trades are duil, and a large 
amount of distress prevails amongst the working classes. In Lancashire the state of 
employment is worse than heretofore, and nearly the whole of the working classes in 
the cotton and woollen trades are only making half time; the machinists, too, are only 
partially employed, In Yorkshire the coalmasters are universally lamenting the de- 
pression which exists in the coal trade, without being able to suggest a remedy for the 
improvement of it. At the meeting of the Yorkshire Coal ters’ A iation at Barns- 
ley, last week, the question of prices was discussed, and it was generally admitted that 
the present rates of coal could not be reduced unless the wages of the collicrs were les- 
sened. It was not deemed prudent to disturb the relationship existing between the 
operative miner and the coalmaster. 

In the case of Bedford, Barys, and Co., of the Regent Ironworks, Sheffield, an arrange- 
ment hus been made with the creditors to guarantee 12s. in the pound, by instalments— 
namely, 5s. on the Ist of Oct., 1862; 3s, on the Ist of April, 1863; and 4s, on the Ist of 
July, 1863. The notice of the assigninent by the Midland Iron Company to the cre- 
ditors appointed at the late meeting has just been published. 

The foundation stone of a new church at Whittington, Derbyshire, was laid on 
Wednesday. Ina few years the population has increased from 370 to 3000, by the de- 
velopment of the coal and iron trades at that place. The edirice is to cost 2300/., anda 
part ofthe capital has been subscribed by the coalmasters of the locality. 

There is nothing new to notice this week in the lead mining interest of Derbyshire, 
except that great anxiety is manifested to have the new gold-crushing machine at work 
at the Prince of Wales Mine, in the Peak. 

The new year bids fair to be a very remarkable one in the mineral history of Derby- 
shire. The extent and value of the county as the seat of profitable speculation is only 
just becoming known. The following account will show its importance :-—“ For the 
production of coal in the county of Derby there are 153 collieries, with steam power 
equal at least to 40,000 horses, for raising coals from an aggregate depth of shafts of 
about 30,000 yards. More than 1200 horses and ponies are employed in the transit of 
coals in the mines underground, and about 17,000 men and boys. In the ironstone 
mines there are employed underground about 2100 men and boys, producing upwards of 
400,000 tons of ironstone annually. The largest collieries are those belonging Mr. 
Richard Barrow, of Staveley, which are capable of raising 800,000 tons of coal annually 
from five shefts. The last new shaft can raise 1000 tons daily. More than 1100 tons 
have been raised in one day of twelve hours, The Butterley Company have power of 
production equal to 700,000 or 800,000 tons annually, from fourteen shafts. The Clay 
Cross Company (Mr. W. Jackson and partners) have a power of production equal to 
500,000 tons annually, from three shafts. Barber, Walker, and Co. of upwards of 
400,000 tons, from six shafts, These are the largest producers, and these quantities 
mentioned are what the respective collieries can raise if the demand requires it. There 
are other large collieries, as the Shipley, A. M. Mundy, owner; Swanwick, A. P. More- 
wood, owner; the Riddings, James Oakes and Co., owners ; Cinder Hill and Babbington, 
Thomas North, owner; Wingerworth and Grassmore collieries, atl of which raise large 
quantities. The seams worked extensively in Derbyshire for sale are the Top Hard, 
No. 2 in section; Dunstan Seam, No. 3; Main soft, No.7; Deep Hard, No. 8; Black 
Shale or Silkstone, No. 12; and Kilburne, No. 14, It may be remarked that at one of 
Messrs. Oakes’ collieries, near Alfreton, petroleum or mineral tar has for many years 
been exuding from a rock above the Kilbarne, No. 14 seam or section. As much as 100 
gallops weekly was at one time yielded, but now it is nearly exhausted. Messrs. 
Young and Company were the first to refine this for oiling delicate machinery, such as 
watches, &, The American mineral oil is similar tothis. The production of coals in 
Derbyshire is distributed over a great extent of country. On the south-west side, to 
Bristol, largely to the eastern counties, to London, and the south coast, for household 
consumption. The Clay Cross Company alone send upwards of 300,000 tons annually 
to London, to the south of London, and the easterncounties. This supply is chiefly the 
Silkstone coal (seam No. 12 on section) which now ranks high for household purposes, 
This coal successfully competes with the Northumberland and Durham coals in the 
London and other southern markets, to which Mr. Barrow, the Butterley Company, 
Barber, Walker, and Co., and other owners, also supply large quantities. The hard 
coals of Derbyshire are extensively used for locomotive purposes In the midland coun- 
ties and South of England ; besides large exportations to France, Russia, and other parts 
of the Continent for locomotive use. Mr. Barrow, and the Butterley Company, Messrs, 

Rarber, Walker, and Co., are the largest raisers of hard coal. The consumption of coals 
at the iron and lime works in the county is about 1,000,000 tons.” 

Irow Manuractories.—There are fifteen manufactories of pig-iron in the county, with 
23 furnaces in blast, producing about 126,000 tons ef pig-iron annually :—

James Eastwood and Sons, Derby, manufacturers of bar-iron, steel 
iron, forgings and vices of all descriptions, railway wrought-iron wheels, tyres, and 
axles. Castings of all descriptions are largely made by Richard Barrow, Staveley; by 
James Oakes and Co., Riddings, Alfreton ; and by Messrs. Appleby and Co., Renishaw 
Works, near Chesterfield, &c. The Clay Cross and the Sheepbridge Companies make 
heavy castings. As the material of South Staffordshire (which has so long been cele- 
brated for its superior make of iron) is being rapidly exhausted, and cannot supply all 
the existing works, no doubt the manufacture of malleable iron will be extensively de- 
veloped in Derbyshire. There are in the county many eligible sites for the erection of 
rolling-mills, with ample supplies of good water, adjoining collieries prodacing coals 
suitable for iron manufacture, and small coals for engine purposes. So extensive and 
profitable a field for labour and capital, it is to be hoped, will not be suffered to be much 
longer unoccupied. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 

Jan. 9.—The shipping trade gives indications of increased activity, and 
the late change in the wind has had a very favourable effect on the number 
of ships in the different ports. During Saturday and Sunday hundreds of 
vessels arrived at Penarth Roads, and both the Cardiff and Newport Docks 
have since had a large accession of ships. Freights continue at firm rates, 
except in some instances where American vessels are employed. The local 
shipowners complain bitterly of this interference with their trade, and they hold that 
our free trade laws give undue advantages to the foreigner. Lianelly is fast becoming 
one of the most important points of the Channel. Since the change of wind upwards of 
80 vessels have arrived in the harbour, eight being loaded with copper and lead for the 
works. Increased activity prevails along the docks. At the usual monthly meeting 
of the Lianelly Harbour Trust, on Friday, Captain Ross, the Harbour Master, amongst 
other matters, reported that a very considerable and sand bank had accumu- 
lated before the entrance of the Copper Works Dock. Mr. Nevill, one of the copper- 
works proprietors, consented to contribute one-third of the expense of removing it, and 
a number of labourers had been immediately set to work. Several members remarked 
that this might become a dangerous obstruction to the navigation of the port, and the 
steps taken by the Harbour Master were entirely approved of. 

At the Newport Divisional Petty Sessions, on Saturday, Thos, Hayman was charged 
with infringing the rules of the Risca Colliery, by smoking in the Black Vein Pit. Mr. 
A. 8. Palmer, the manager of the colliery, asked for a remand, as it was necessary to 
have the rules certified by the Government Inspector. Three or four others had been 
canght smoking, and he would bring them all before the magistrates next Saturday. 
It appears that Hayman was in the Cymmer Pit when the fearful explosion took place 
there some years since. Sarah Thomas was charged at the same time with stealing 
coal, the property of the Risca Company. She was cautioned and discharged. 





Several fatal colliery and mine ascidents have occurred during the week. . On Wed- 
nesday last a young man, named Daniel Davies, was engaged at his usual ayocation of 


underground haulier at the Pencoed Colliery, when a portion of the roof gave way and 
fell upon him. He was buried in the debris, and it was with great difficulty he wasex. 
tricated. The injuries he had received were so severe that he only survived one hour. 
On Tuesday an inquest was held on the body at the St. David’s Head, Bryn, be- 
fore Mr, Bonvill, when the above facts were proved, and it was shown that every pre- 
caution was adopted by the colliers in securing the roof with efficient props. The jury 
returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death.”—On Monday an inquest was held at the 
White Hart, Abercanaird, before Mr. Overton, coroner, on the body of John Jenkins, col- 
lier, aged 40 years. On Saturday the deceased was at work in a stall at the Graig Col- 
jiery, when a fall came down, and he was killed on the spot. It was stated that the de- 
ceased had left a wife and seven children. The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental 
Death.”—On the same day an inquest was held at the Patriot Inn, Dowlais,on the body 
of Rees Beynon, aged 16 years. Deceased was in the employ of the Dowlais Company 
as stoker. On Saturday he was engaged in disconnecting one of the wagons, when he 
fell down, and the wheels of the engine passed over him. Ie died on Sunday from the 
effects of the injuries received. The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death.” 


Tue Coat Trave at Brisror.—The export coal trade at Bristol, con- 
sidering the general depression which now prevails in commercial circles, may be stated 
to beina healthy condition. During the month of December the over-sea exports reached 
1067 tons—to Trinidad, 208 tons; Valencia, 111 tons; St. John’s (Newfoundland), 
268 tons; Havannah, 450 tons; Jamaica, 5 tons; and St. Michael’s, 25 tons. We may 
add -hat during the year 1861 the exports of coal from Bristol amounted to 17,247 tons, 
or an average of 1437 tons per month, the following being the places to which the largest 
shipments have been made :—Tobago, 585 tons; St. John’s, 687 tons; Malta and Con- 
stantinople, 490 tons; Rangoon, 2917 tons; Havannah, 450 tons; Valencia, 439 tons ; 
Barbadoes, 2858 tons; New York, 600 tons; Fayal, 489 tons; Mauritius, 502 tons; 
Demerara, 1762 tons; Barcelona, 415 tons; Montreal, 465 tons; Melbourne, 320 tons. 

The Neata Suierine Trape for the month of December, 1861, was 
as follows :—Number of vessels, 94, of 7010 tons register.—Imports: 836 tons of iron ore, 
2685 tons of copper ore, 210 tons of pig-iron, 109 tons of pit and chemical wood, 12,000 
bricks, 165 tons of slates, 360 tons of flour, 2440 quarters of barley, 637 quarters of oats, 
50 quarters of malt, 14 tons of barley-meal, 56 tons of potatoes, and sundry goods,—Ex- 
ports: 9115 tons of coal and culm, 649 tons of bar and railway iron, 214 tons of copper, 
30,009 fire-bricks, and 126 tons of tin-plates. The above return does not include vessels 
and shipments in the dock, 





NEW COAL MEASURES IN LANCASHIRE. 


At the Manchester Literary and Scientific Society a paper was read by 
Mr. E. W. Binney, F -R.S., Vice-President, entitled ‘‘ Additional Obser- 
vations on the Permian Beds of South Lancashire.” This was a continua- 
tion of two previous papers read before the Society, and printed in its 
Memoirs. Since that time the author had made further observations on 
the permian strata at Heaton Norris, near Stockport; Medlock Vale, be- 
tween Ashton and Manchester; Choriton-upon-Medlock, and Ordsal, near Manchester; 
and Skillaw Clough and Bentley Brook, near Newburgh, in the west of Lancashire. At 
Heaton Norris, in the sand delf of Mr. Howard, near the railway station, the lower new 
red sandstone was seen dipping to the south-west at an angle of 25°, This was suc- 
ceeded by red and variegated maris, having asimilar dip. These last-named strata were 
overlapped by the trias, which dips to the south-west at an angle of 12°. At Heaton 
Mersey the following section was met with :—Trias, 45 ft.; permian (red and variegated 
marls, containing limestones), 129 ft.; lower new red sandstone grooved, 402 ft. =576 ft. 
The permian beds were cut off by a fault near the railway station at Heaton Norris, first 
shown to me by Mr. Hull, B.A., F.G.S., of the Geological Survey, which brought in the 
trias. This rock occupied the district between that towmand Goyt’s Hall,in the Marple 
valley, where the lower part of the middle coal measures was seen in nearly a vertical 
position. The author considered that Mr, Howard’s sand delf is a likely place for ascer- 
taining the existence of a coal field under the town of Stockport worth working. The 
next was a section made by Mr. John Wood, at Medlock Vale, between Waterhouses, 
near Ashton-under-Lyne, and Manchester. It was as follows :—Drift, 26 feet; trias, 
23 ft.; permian (red maris, with beds of limestone and five beds of gypsum), 246 ft. 3 in. ; 
lower new red sandstone, 375 ft. 11 in.; coal measures, about 99 ft.=761it.2in. What 
these coal measures were, whether above or under the Bradford Four-feet Mine, it was 
at present impossible to say; but it was to be hoped that some mine would be met with 
to enable us to determine the value of the great tract of coal measures lying between 
Ashton-under-Lyne, Oldham, Middleton, and Manchester. Mr. Wood had done more 
than any other gentleman to clear up this point, and it was to be desired that he should 
meet with a good seam of coal, both for his own sake and that of the public, The third 
section mentioned was at the sugar works of Messrs. Fryer and Co., in Chester-street, 
Choriton-on-Medlock, Manchester. The following beds were there met with :—Trias, 
114 ft.; permian (red marls with limestones) 237 ft. ; coarse red sandstone with pebbles, 
45 ft.; coarse red sandstone, 24 ft.; coal measures, consisting of red shaley maris and 
limestones (Ardwick), 126 feet=546 feet. The limestones in the last-named strata con- 
tained specimens of microconchus carbonarius and scales of palceoniscus, which clearly 
proved them to be similar beds to those of the upper coal field at Ardwick,to which they 
bear every resemblance in physical character. 

he occurrence of coal measures on the south side of the city of Man- 
chester is quite new and of great importance, showing that such strata at 
places are met with under permian and trias deposits much nearer the 
surface than was previously suspected, and where the upper rocks gave no evidence of 
their proximity. The above bore has proved beyond doubt that a band of coal measures 
lies under the south of Choriton-on-Medlock, and possibly extends to Heaton Norris, 
being, probably, brought up by the great Pendleton fault, which most likely passes 
through the south of Manchester, and joins the fault seen near the railway station at 
Heaton Norris previously alluded to, and described more fully in the paper. In the 
fourth section, at Ordsal, Messrs. Worrall found the trias beds 4° 0 feet in thickness with- 
out going through them. At the bottom of the bore the wate »ecame so salt that they 
discontinued the work, it being no longer fit for dyeing and st -h like purposes, This 
is the first instance, to the author’s knowledge, where salt wa\ rr has been met with in 
the trias near Manchester, The fifth and sixth sections weit at Skillaw Clough and 
Bentley Brook, to the north of the Newburgh Station on the Manchester and Southport 
Railway. These were some time since discovered by Mr. E. Hull, B.A., F.G.S., of the 
Geological Survey, and described shortly by that gentleman in tho sheet explaining the 
map of the district. Further particulars were given of the details of both sections, and 
an analysis of the limestone was produced, which showed it to differ in its chemical 
characters from the thin ribbon bands feund in the permian maris near Manchester, Pa- 
tricroft, Astley, and Leigh, and was very like the yellow magnesian found at Stank, in 
Furness, North Lancashire. Probably it might prove to be a different bed, and more 
like the great central deposit of magnesian limestone of Yorkshire than the thin beds 
previously alluded to, 
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Cotuiery Accipents.—At the Tunstall Police Court, on Thursday 
(before Messrs. Howard Haywood and James Edwards), Messrs. Lloyd 
and Pearson, the owners of Madeley Colliery, in North Staffordshire, were 
summoned by Mr. Thomas Wynne, Her Majesty’s Inspector of Mines, for 
not giving notice of an explosion of fire-damp that occurred on Oct. 19, 
and for neglecting to give notice within 24 hours of an accident attended 
with loss of life on Dec.6. Mr. Harding, solicitor on the part of the pro- 
secutions, conducted the cases, and Messrs. Ward, Son, and Cooper, ap- 
peared for the defendants, who pleaded guilty to both charges, and were 
fined for the first offence 17., and for the second 2/., and costs 21. Gs. 6d. 


Corttery Accipent THROUGH NeGLect.—The inquest upon the boy 
who was killed at the Blackburn Bank Pit, Kimberworth, on Dec. 17, has terminated 
in a verdict “ that the deceased fell out of a cage while ascending the pit, and the corve 
falling upon him he received injuries from which he died, and in the opinion of the jary 
the colliery was improperly managed.” The coroner remarked that it was as clear & 
case of manslaughter as ever came before him, but it was one of those unfortunate cases 
in which it was impossible to say who was in reality the guilty party ; and it was stated 
in evidence that the underviewer, top-manager, one of the trustees, and Mrs. Barber her- 
self all took part in the management of the pit. The rules were habitually disobeyed, 
and the underviewer acknowledged that when the accident occurred he was not in the 
pit as he should have been. Criminal proceedings will, no doubt, be taken forthwith. 

As Thomas Green and John Darlington were descending the shaft of the 
Victoria Pit, Dukinfield, the chain of the balance-rope gave way, and the tub containing 
the men fell down the pit. William France and Thomas Carr were working at the bot- 
tom of the pit at the time: Carris not hurt at all, whilst France has his right leg dread- 
fully crushed. Green and Darlington, the men who were in the tub, were not danger- 
ously injured. France was injured by the falling timber from the pit sides, and the 
medical gentlemen have little hope of his recovery. 

At the Chamber Colliery Company’s Albert Pit, Hollinwood, Robert 
Price, his brother James, and Joseph Chadderton, were employed in one of the workings, 
when there was a sudden eruption of gasfrom the roof. The result was an explosion, and 
all the parties were injured, but especially Robert Price, who died in about two hours after 
his removal from the pit. Mr. Dickinson, Inspector of Mines, who had inspected the 
colliery, was present at the inquest. The explosion, it appeared, took placein the Lower 
Bent Mine, which is well known to give off a large quantity of fire-damp, and in all parts 
of the workings, except on the main levels, where the fresh air was entering, safety-lamps 
were in use. Unfortunately, it was on the main level where the gas made its appear- 
ance, and the explosion took place.—The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death,” 
through an unexpected escape of gas from the floor of the mine; adding that in their 
opinion safety-lamps should be used in all cases, and candles dispensed with. The gas, 
it was said, burned for about half an hour, and was ultimately put out with water, and 
by beating the flames with a pieceof tarpauling. Twoother persons were burned whilst 
rushing through the burning gas. 





Fire-Ciay.—The annual premium of books given by the Institution 
of Civil Engineers for the best paper read during the session of 1861 has 
been awarded to Mr. W. H. Stephenson, of the firm of Messrs, William 
Stephenson and Sons, of Throckley Colliery and Fire-clay Works, near 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. The subject of Mr. Stephenson’s paper was “ Fire- 
clay: its nature, manufacture, and uses.” 





Biancuianp Leap Mines.—The Rev. D. Capper, in order to improve 
his estate and benefit his tenantry, is now constructing at his own cost # 
line of railway from the line of the Weardale Iron Company, near Bolls 
Law, to the old White Heap Lead Mine, at Bolls Burn, which is nearly 
the centre of the Derwent Lead Mining Company’s works.
